With these developments lndicat- 
i lug the United States was increas­ 
ingly taking over Britain’s tradition­ 
al role as the holder of the interna­ 
tional balance of power, at least in 
the eastern situation, the British 
were suddenly silent on ll Duce’s de­ 
lay in answering their bid for a tri­ 
power conference to discuss the get­ 
ting of foreigners out of Spain. 
Significance was seen in the an­

Britain 
would fete Yugoslavia's premier and 
minister of foreign affairs, Milan 
Stoyadinovitch, regarded as an ally 
of Premier Mussolini, upon Ins ar­ 
rival here October 14. 
Clement Attlee, leader of the par­ 
liamentary labor party, today re­ 
ceived a letter from Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain informing him 
the government was unable to com­ 
ply with the labor leader's request 
that parliament be .summoned im­ 
mediately to consider the Sino-Japa- 
nese conflict.
